At a meeting of the Bourbon Fiscal 
Court Friday a proposition submitted 
by the Louisville and Nashville road 
providing for underpasses at the rail . 
road'.crossincs atiiJecondidn and Aus- 
terlitz stations on the main line of the 
road between Paris and Winchester 
was accepted. The railroad company 
is double tracking the line from Paris 
to Winchester which necessitates a 
number of changes in the roadbed, and 
it was proposed to the'eourt that a per- 
mit be eranted to do away with the 
dangerous grade crossings at these 
points.

How to Get the Best Mules 

There is need for a greater use of 
draft hordes in the South for the pio- 
duction of mules. The draft mule is 
common in the South • but when his 
history is written up it will be found 
that he was born in Missouri. Illinois 
and Indiana ; was raised in Kentucky 
and Tennessee and spent his mature 
years in the Carolinas. Georgia, Ala- 
bama, MississiDpi and Louisana. 

Light to medium weight draft mares 
with plenty of quality produce the 
highest Dricecl muleH on the market to- 
day. The lightweight draft mares 
weichinz from 1,400 to 1,600 pounds 
can be bought for less money on the 
Northern markets than the weighty 
trotting or saddle bred mare. It con- 
sequently is a question of economics to 
use the draft mare with quality to pro- 
duce our mules. That the nraft mare 
produces the highest type of mules is 
shown bv the fact tnat nearly all of 
the highest priecd mules on the mar- 
ket are evidently from draft mares. 
Blue ribbons on mules at the State 
fairs in the last fewfyears£have always 
gone to the mules that were out of 
draft mares. There has been in this 
respect an entire change from the 
practice that prevailed a few years 
ago when ribbons were tied on the 
light and more or less fine boned 
mules.

Friday morning at 6:45 o'clock fire 
waa "discovered in the carriage and 
blacksmith shop of Taylor and Bovi 1- 
mg, and in a few minutes the entire 
building was in flames.

When quesiioned the negro denied 
having any connection with the mur- 
der of Hart, stoutly Drotesting his in- 
nocence. He aaid for the pa"t few- 
days h8 had been employed with a 
construction gang at Austerlitz. but 
prior to that time had been working 
with a construction gang out of Lex- 
ington. 

The negro waa lodged in jail and 
the Winchester officials notified of 
his arrest. Yesterday afternoon Sher- 
iff Brock, cf Winchester, came to 
Paris and returned with the priaoner 
to that city last night.
